LOCATION OF SPAIN'S FLEET 
Washington Officials Think It Is Over the 
Ocean, but Have No Positive 


Information.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Lieut. Colwell, the naval attache at London, has set 


the President and his advisers to guessing. He has cabled that he is by no means cer- 


tain the Cape Verde Fleet is at Cadiz. 
The message surprised the members of the Naval War Board. All plans arranged 


for the ordering of Rear Admiral Sampson to return to American water had to be 
immediately abandoned, 

President McKinley does not want Porto Rico to be captured before Cuba has 
been taken, unless the Spanish fleet should appear. In that event the immediate cap- 


ture of the island would be necessary. 
Naval authorities are perplexed over the mystery attached to the location of the 


Cape Verde fleet. They are now inclined to the opinion that the fleet is on the other 


side of the ocean, but no chances are to be taken, 
It is now believed that the battleship Oregon will remain at Bahia for 48 hours at 


least, in hope of hearing something from the fleet. 
Commodere Schley’s Flying Squadron will be held at Hampton Roads until the 


Spanish ships are heard from. 

A member of the Board of Strategy, which is outlining the campaign in Cuba, 
says the War Department has protested to the President against the bombarding of 
Porto Rico, on the ground that it will compel a‘division of the land forces of the 
United States into three armies, one each for Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. 


The Navy Department wants quick action. 

The War Department, according to my information, is in favor of concentrat- 
ing all the available land forces in the country in Cuba and has indicated a plan of 
campaign, which contemplates the co-operation of the sea and land forces on Havana 


as speedily as possibie. 
The naval representatives on the War Board, it is learned, have favored the bom- 


bardment of San Juan for the last week. 


SPANISH WAR VESSEL 
SUNK BY THE CONCORD. 
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After ,Two Hours’ Fighting the Enemy’s Ship Goes 
Down With All on Board, While the 
Gunboat Is Uninjured. 
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NEW YORK, May 12.—A Hong Kong special of this date says that a trad- 
ing vessel from the Philippines reports having witnessed the destruction of a Spam 
ish war vessel by the United States gunboat Concord at Iloilo. The fight is said te 
have lasted two hours, at the end of which time the Spaniard went down with colors 
flying. 

There wet no casualties on board the Concord and no damage was done the 
gunboat. . 


There are, it is alleged, only two other Spanish war vessels in Asiatic waters, 


and one of these is in dry dock at Hong Kong, wuile the cruiser Boston is search | 


ing for the other under orders to engage and sink it.

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SCENE OF THE BATTLE OFF CARDENAS. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Navy Department to-day gave out the 
following official report from Commodore Remey, commanding block- 
ading squadron: | 

KEY WEST, May 12.—Secretary of the Navy: ‘“‘In an action in Carde- 
nas harbor yesterday between Spanish gunboats and shore batteries and 
the blockading vessels, the following named men were killed on the 
torpedo boat Winslow: 

“‘Worth Bagley, Ensign, U. S.N.; John Varveres, oiler; J. Denfee, fire- 
man, first-class, Elijah B. Tunnell, cabin cook, and George Meek, fire- 
man, first class.’”’ 


The wounded are: 
‘‘J. B. Bernadon, Lieutenant, commanding Winslow; Wm. Patter- 


son, seriously but not fatally; Daniel W. McKeowa, Quartermaster, first 
class, slightly hurt. Dead and wounded arrived on the United States 
Steamship Hudson this morning. Dead will be buried to-day. 

“‘Winslow badly damaged. Will be sent here as soon as temporary

FIRST AMERICANS TO FALL BEFORE SPANISH GUNS. 


Detailed Story of the Battle Between American Ships and Spanish Bat- 
teries at Cardenas. 


KEY WEST, May 12.—There was an engagement off Cardenas, near Matanzas, yesterday at 1 
o’clock in the afternoon. The United States cruiser Wilmington, Commander C, C, Todd; the tor- 


pedo boat Winslow and the auxiliary gunboat Hudson were engaged. 
One officer and four men were killed and two officers and three men wounded. The names of

THE BATTLE OPENS IN THE HARBOR. 


The engagement took place inside the harbor of Cardenas, The gunboat Wilmington, the tor- 
pedo boat Winslow and the gunboat Hudson were the only vessels engaged. They éntered the 
harbor for the purpose of attacking some Spanish gunboats, which were known to be thre. 
These latter, however, were not discovered by the American force until the Spaniards opened fire. 
The land batteries of Cardenas supported the fire of the Spanish gunboats. 

The engagement commenced at 2:05 p. m., and lasted for about an hour.

A fact floated to the surface Thursday 
concerning the enlistment of men in the 
rerular army which should gladden the 
heart of the recruit and induce many to 


enlist who would not do so otherwise. 
is that under the Hull reorganization 
bill recruits are to serve only until the 


war closes. 

Lieut. W. H. Johnson of the 16th Infant- 
ry, who has established a recruiting office, 
says he has received orders from Washing- 
ton to notify all*recruits that they wiil 
be discharged from the service at the 
close of the war. 

‘A mome nt's thought will show why this 
is truve,”’ said Lieut, Johnson. “The Hull 
bill merely provided for an tnerease of the 
army to a war footing, and provides that 
at the end of the war the army shall be 
decreased to a peace strength. Naturally, 
therefore, the men enlisted under the Hull 
bill must leave the service when hostilities 
cease, 

“This provision, when it becomes generally 

known, will cause more men to enlist. A

the front during the war are deterred by the 

vets aay of the war ending in a few months, 
caving them privates in the regular army, 

With two years or more to sérve,”’

SPEECHES, SONGS AND BOMBS.

Visitors "And Citizens Joined in the 
Cheers and Shouts and All the 
Engines in Yards Whistled. 


‘Mid the tooting of whistles, the explo- 
sion of bombs and the cheers of thou- 
sands, the stars and stripes were unfurled 
from the top of the Union Station tower 
at noon Thursday. 

The big 14x25-foot flag was unfolded to 
the strong breeze by Grand Chief P. M. 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
engineers. 

The exercises attending the unfurling of 
the flag began soon after 11 o’clock. A 
large number or invited guests, mostly 
raliroad officials and their wives and 
daughters, occupied seats on the balcony 
in front of the grand entrance to the sta- 
tion. In the center of the assemblage were 
seated Grand Chief P. M. Arthur, Mayor 
Ziegenhein and Vice-President Bryan of 
the Terminal Association. Pre&.dent Walsh 
was absent on account of filness. 

The delegates to the locomotive engineers’ 
convention had marched to the station in 
a body and were drawWn up in regular ranks 
on the street and sidewalk facing the bal- 
cony. They were 500 strong. Besides these 
the city contributed enough spectators ro 
swell the crowd to several thousand. A 
band at the rear of the balcony played pop- 
sone and patriotic airs before the exercises 
ewan, 

The ceremony opened with the singing of 

“‘America” by all present. The words were 
printed on the programme, so that none 
would have an excuse for failing to sing. 
The chorus was a magnificent one, rousing 
the crowd to the highest pitch of patriotic 
enthusiasm 

Mayor Ziegenhein was introduced by Vice- 
President Bryan, and delivered one of his 
characteristic addresses, winning frequent 
applause by his broad, happy hits and pa- 
triotic utterances. 

The band played “Columbia, the Gem of 
the Ocean,” after which Grand Chief P. M 
Arthur was introduced by Mr. Bryan. As 
Chief Arthur bowed to the crowd the band 
burst forth with “Hail to the Chief,”’ and 
the engineers nearly split their lungs cheer- 
ing. 

Chief Arthur’s address was short, but re- 
plete with patriotism. The crowd gave him 
abund: ant applause. 

The ceremony of unfurling the flag was 
then performed. The Terminal Association 
had arranged that the moment the flag 
reached the top Of the pole, 365 feet above 
the ground, every engineer in sight of it 
was to turn his whistle loose. Mortar bombs 
had been placed in the balcony near the top 
of the tower, to be fired at the same time. 
It was necesary to haul the flag to the pole 
furled, because of its great size and weight. 
This was done just before noon. 

As the hands of the big clock In the 
tower pointed to 12, Chief Arthur grasped 
the rope that hung from the flag and 
gave it a hard pull. The great flag un- 
furled gracefully to the breeze, loosening 
as it unrolled, several hundred small flags. 
which fluttered in the air in a shower of 
red, white and blue patches against the 
sky. As the breeze caught the flag, the 
whistles began tooting and the first bomb 
was exploded, while a mighty cheer wept 
up from the crowd below, 

The band struck up “The Star Spangied 
Banner,” and the crowd lost itself entire- 
iy in a great wave of enthusiasm.

ARMY OF INVASION TO BE 50,000 STRONG.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Gen. Miles will go to Tampa to-night to take charge of the 
movement of the army of invasion. The army will not enter Cuba before next week, but when 
it does reach there, it will be 50,000 strong, thoroughly equipped and prepared to give the Span- 
jards a fight that the survivors will remember. 


TAMPA, Fla., May 12.—All indications are that the army of Cuban invasion will not go as 
a unit, but that several detachments may be sent from time to time. The report is now that with- 
in 24 hours or less a large force will leave lLere to go to the aid of the detachment that left on the 
Gussie. 

Landings will be made at two points. One of these will be Matanzas; the other will be Ma- 
riel or Cabanas. Matanzas is about 60 miles east of Havana, Mariel is 40 miles west of Havana 
and Cabanas is a little further west. 

Giood roads lead from these points to Havana. 

Troops will be marched on Havana from these landing points, the fleet will open on the 
forts of the city from the sea and the Spanish army will be forced to surrender.

IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES OF ITS 
UNFURLING IN THE 
GREAT TOWER.

SPEECHES, SONGS AND BOMBS. 


Visitors "And Citizens Joined in the 
Cheers and Shouts and All the 
Engines in Yards Whistled. 


"Mid the tooting of whistles, the explo- 
sion of bombs and the cheers of thou- 
sands, the stars and stripes were unfurled 
from the top of the Union Station tower 
at noon Thursday. 

The big 14x25-foot flag was unfolded to 
the strong breeze by Grand Chief P. M. 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers. 

The exercises attending the unfurling of 
the flag began soon after 11 o’clock. A 


large number or invited guests, mostly 
railroad officials and their wives and 
daughters, occupied seats on the balcony 
in front of the grand entrance to the sta- 
tion. In the center of the assemblage were 
seated Grand Chief P. M. Arthur, Mayor 
Zie ‘genhein and Vice-President Bryan of 
the Terminal Association. Pre&.dent Walsh 
was absent on account of iilness., 

The delegates to the locomotive engineers’ 
convention had marched to the station in 
a body and were drawWn up in regular ranks 
on the street and sidewalk facing the bal- 
cony. They were 500 strong. Besides these 
the. city contributed enough spectators 10 
swell the crowd to several thousand. A 
band at the rear of the balcony played pop- 
ular and patriotic airs before the exercises 
be gan. 

The ceremony opened with the singing of 

‘America’ by all present. The words were 
Ma sae at on the programme, so that none 
would have an excuse for failing to sing. 
The chorus was a magnificent one, rousing 
the crowd to the highest pitch of patriotic 
enthusiasm 

Mayor Ziegenhein was introduced by Vice- 
President Bryan, and delivered one of his 
characteristic addresses, winning frequent 
applause by his broad, happy hits and pa- 
triotic utterances. 

The band played “Columbia, the Gem of 
the Ocean,” after which Grand Chief P. M 
Arthur was introduced by Mr. Bryan. As 
Chief Arthur bowed to the crowd the band 
burst forth with “Halil to the Chief,’ and 
the engineers nearly split their lungs cheer- 
ing. 

Chief Arthur’s address was short, but re- 
plete with patriotism, The crowd gave him 
abund: ant applause. 

The ceremony of unfurling the flag was 
then performed. The Terminal Association 
had arranged that the moment the flag 
reached the top Of the pole, 365 feet above 
the ground, every engineer in sight of it 
was to turn his whistle loose. Mortar bombs 
had been placed in the balcony near the top 
of the tower, to be fired at the same time. 
it was necesary to haul the flag to the pole 
furled, because of Its great size and weight. 
This was done just before noon. 

As the hands of the big clock tn the 
tower pointed to 12, Chief Arthur grasped 
the rope that hung from the flag and 
wave it a hard pull. The great flag un- 
furled gracefully to the breeze, loosening 
as it unrolled, several hundred small flags. 
which fluttered In the air tn a shower of 
red, white and blue patches against the 
sky. As the breeze caught the flag, the 
whistles began tooting and the first bomb 
was exploded, while a mighty cheer wept 
up from the crowd low. 

The band struck up “The Star Spangied 
Banner,’ and the crowd lost Itself entire- 
ly in a great wave of enthusiasm.

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THE CITIZEN SOLDIERY. 


The public meeting called by the Merchants’ Exchange, Mer- 
cantile Club and Manufacturers’ Association to consider the 
citizen soldiery of St. Louis and Missouri, is a timely recogni- 
tion of the importance of this subject.

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THE SCHOOLBOOK QUESTION. 


The repeated charge that a combine is perpetually seeking 
to influence Missouri school authorities for the sake of ob- 
taining schoolbook contracts, which mean a robbery of the 
taxpayers, makes the experience of California regarding school- 
Lovks interesting. 

Prior to 1891 the machinations of schoolbook combines and 
their agents had become a scandal in the State. Changes of | 
textbooks were so frequent and unneccessary as to make ‘tft 
certain that corrupt means were commonly used tn the interest 
of the book publishing houses. 

In 1891 the State began to supply the schools with textbooks 
from the State Printing Department. The books were carefully 
selected and have given universal satisfaction. 

Under the old system the set of schoolbooks had cost $9.65 
per pupil. Under State printing the set costs $6.18 in Sacra- 
mento and $7.30 from retail dealers. This compares well with 
the contract price in adjacent States, which is $9.35 in Oregon, 
$11.20 in Arizona and $12.80 in Nevada. It is said that Cali- 
fornia has saved to the taxpayers, during the six and one-half 
vears of State schoolbooks, not less than $679,382 over the: 
cost of the old system. 

This suggests a remedy to which the people of Missouri and 
St. Louis may resort to prevent the encroachments of corrupt 
combines among book publishers. The publishers are adopt- 
ing a suicidal policy in driving the people of other States 
into trying the California method of supplying their schools 
with textbooks. . 
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Spain’s plan to send a great fleet to “crush’’ Dewey, and a 
large force of soldiers to reoccupy the Philippines, is full of 
strategic and political wisdom.

There is a race on between the —— 
officer, Lieuj.. Hardeman, and the qtarter- 
master’s department of the United States 
Army to see which shall finish first in mak- 
ing voluntéer goldiers out ef the Missouri 
boys encamped at Jefferson Barracks. 

When the race is over, and the finish 
will doubtless be a close one, the para- 
mount question of the camp, ‘When are we 
going to the front?” will have been an- 
swered. 

Orders have come from the War Depart- 
ment to hold Missouri troops at the mo- 
bilizing point until they are fully equipped. 

They cannot be equipped until they are 
mustered tn and the number of guns, blan- 
kets, knapsacks, canteens, uniforms, ete., 
needed for each regiment is ascertained. 

Adjutant-General Bell is as anxious as 
any private in the ranks for the boys to get 
away, but the General tempers his enthu- 
Siasm with a conservative regard for the 
outfit of the men. He wants them to go into 
the field as well supplied for their bodily 
needs as their hearts are with courage for 
the fray. 

This matter of furnishing four thousand 
and odd men with the multi-piece equip- 
ment of a United States soldier is no small 
affair. It involves a world of detail 
making the formal application to Washing- 
ton alone and then a world of detail at 
that end. All this requires time, and the 
chivalrous youth at the Barracks fret a 
little over the prospect of further delay in 
getting to the goal where glory awaits 
them. . 

There is the same spirit of eagerness 
among the authorities at Washington that 
prevails in the ranks, as was shown by the 
orders to Lieut. Hardeman to rush the 
mustering forward, and the detailing of an- 
other regular army officer to assist him. 

IKivery adjutant in the camp is at work 
making out lists ef the various articles tnat 
will be needed to equip the soldiers 
duty. When these lists» reach Adjutant- 
General Bell that officer will forward the 
necessary requisition to Washington, and 
the supplies will come back as tast as army 
contractors can get them out. 

Meanwhile Lieut. Hardeman is following 
instructions to the letter in regard Lo 
haste. He wants to get the men mustered 
ino the voluneer army by the time their 
equipment arrives, and Adjutant-General 
Bell wants the command to be in readi- 
ness to take the fieid as soon as they are 
sworn in; so there is the race, 

The soldiers want both departments to 
win, if that were possible, and above all 
they want them to go through the work at 
double time, 

The St. Louis boys are eg g through the 
medical examination wel “ull lists of 
successful recruits of the 2d Regiment were 
made out Wednesday night and those in po- 
sitions to Know say the result was far above 
the average. 

The home boys now have their turn and 
a superficial survey of the troops by a regu- 
lar armny expert brings the consoling re- 
sponse that St. Louis will do ewen better 
than did the brave, husky representative of 
the country districts. 

With so much gone before, it is but hat- 
ural that a good understanding of the test 
prescribed should have filtered through the 
camp of the Ist and a more joyous crowd 
never faced an uncompromising surgeon.

They Will Be Prosecuted for 
the James Outrage. 


CANNOT BE REACHED 
BY MILITARY LAW. 


EDERAL COURTS HAVE THE 
POWER TO PUNISH THE 
OFFENSE. 


REPORTER’S CONDITION 
MAY BE SERIOUS. 


The Outrage Denounced in Unqualified 
Terms by Lieutenant Moore 
of the Regular 
Army. 


Mr. W. H. James, the reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch who was assaulted by 
roughs at Jefferson Barracks, Wednesday 
morning, is confined to bed at his home, 
8220 California avenue, and it may be sev- 
eral weeks before he can leave the house. 
The compound fracture of his left arm is 
pronounced quite serious by Dr. Brooks, 
who is atiending him. 

The assailants of Mr. James will be 
prosecuted in the Federal courts for such 
offense as the district attorney may deem 
them guilty of. It was hoped, soon after the 
outrage was reported, that the roughs 
could be punished by military process, but 
as the mer now jin camp at the barracks— 
with the exception of the light battery— 
do not beiong to any organization, the 
hoodlums could not be reached. Col. Caf- 
fee, who is in command at the barracks, 
paid that he was powerless to do anything. 
The militiamen have all resigned from the 
State service in order that they might be 
mustered into the Federal service as volun- 
teers. As yet this step has not been taken 
with the St. Louls companies and, as a 
matter of fact, 
control of the men. 

The assailt uwpon Mr. James has been se- 
verely criticised by many officers at the Bar- 
racks and they hope that the men who dis- 
graced the uniform will be punished as they 
should be.

Mayor Ziegenhein Does Not Approve

The Mayor does not take kindly to the 
Suggestion of the Health Commissioner 
that the second floor of the old City Hall 
be utilized for an emergeney Yr hospital., Dr. 


Starkloff insists that wards could be con- 
structed at little cost, and that as the City 
Dispensary, where al] emergency cases are 
treated is in the Old hall, any arrangement 
that would save the rehau! ing of patients 
to the City Hospital would not only be 
most humane, but would probably in many 
instances result in the saving of life. 

The Mayor when asked what he thought 
of Dr. Starkloft’s idea replied, ‘That would 
be a necdiess expense, besides we are try- 
ing to sell the old ( ‘ity Hall and should do 
nothing to déteriorate the value of the 
property, More than this, a hospital in 
Such a thickly settled loc ality wou!d not be 
a wise sanitary move in my opinio on.

GOOD "HEALTH OF ST. LOUIS 


Death Rate Reduced to 15 Per Thou- 
sand Inhabitants. 


The forthcoming annual report of Health 

Commissioner Starkloff, which will be sub- 
anitted to the Mayor in a few days, will 
place St. Louls at the top of the list as one 
of the healthiest large cities in the country. 
On the basis of a population of 600,000 the 
Meath rate last year was 16.9 per 10W, or 4 
total of 9554. 
- The Commissioners’ statistics show that 
for the past three years the death rate has 
materially decreased. This is attributed to 
the rigid enforcement of sanitary regula- 
tions and the Commissioner inéists that as 
the people are taught to observe sanitary 
rules more strictly the death rate will be de- 
éreased proportionately. 

There. were 62 deaths by violence, as 
compared to 751 in 1896. Of the total num- 


“ber of deaths 2079 were children under one 


year. Consumption caused 997 deaths; 
pneumonia, 115; heart disease and diseases 
of the circulatory system 83, and _ brain 
diseases, 427. Surgica] operations caused 00 
deaths. There were 162 suicides, 85 homi- 
cides, 827 accidental deaths, one legal ex- 
ecution and eight deaths from unknown 
causes. Based on the old ward lines there 
were more deaths in the iNneteenth Ward 
than in any other, the number being 1071. 
The Second Ward was the healthiest. Only 
192 deaths occurred within its limits during 
the year.
